On Hokkaido, the northern island of 
comparatively recent development, 
Marlowe Nelson had an opportunity to 
see and study their farming methods 
and visit breeders in their houses. It 
was to the farms of Hokkaido that 
many of the best animals imported 
from this country were sent, and the 
author has visited these herds and in 
his story traces the present day des- 
cendants of some of these well-known 
animals. In this and following install- 
ments he tells us the story. 


Although there are many countries 
in the world that I at least have 
dreamed of visiting, I had never had 
any particular desire to visit the 
Orient The Far East, in my mind, 
was a vast area of practically worthless 
land, devoid of natural resources, and 
abounding in poverty and overpopu 
lation, the results of one another.

Primary Requirements of 
Appraisal 
In my view, three primary require- 
ments need to be met by any plan for 
bull appraisal. 

1. The appraisal needs to be available 
to the breeder early enough and 
kept sufficiently up to date to be 
useful to him 
It needs to indicate, in 
standable way, the probable merit 
of the bull; that is, knowledge of, 
and preferably some sort of orien- 
tation with, the breed average is 
very desirable. 

It should show quite clearly 
whether or not the daughters are 
an improvement over their dams. 


This article is not, and is not in- 
tended to be, an adequate coverage 
of the complex problem of bull evalu- 
ation. It is confined to production, 
with some emphasis on indexing. I 
would hope that some matters have 
been

clarified. I would hope, also, 
that it will be recognized that I have 
not presented all the arguments, pro 
and con, on the subject “E.P.I. vs. R.1. 
and Expectancy.” Since bulls 
ranked in the same order, since they 
remain above or below breed average, 
since differences between bulls remain 
and R.1.

My own preference is for the Equal 
Parent method. Amongst my reasons 


is the important and rather technical 
one pointed out by Lush (Jour. Dai. 
Sci,, Nov. 1944) that E.P.1.’s are more 
useful than R.I.’s in comparing proven 
sires directly with individual cows, as 
is necessary in evaluating pedigrees. 
Finally, I feel that we all might 
well remind ourselves that good cattle 
are not bred on paper. “The eye of 
the master fattens his cattle!” Breeders 
need to appreciate, and generally do, 
that E.P. indexes (and cow's records) 
that are quite high or quite low need 
to be adjusted somewhat downward 
or upward respectively to more nearly 
approximate breeding value. They can 
make _ these fairly intelli- 
gently because they do have informa- 
tion on at least some of the pertinent 
For example, an E.P.I. of 
600 F based on only a small number 
of daughter-dam pairs would be dis- 
counted more than a 600 F index 
based on a large number of pairs. A 
600 F index based on, say, 50 or 60 
pairs would, I expect, be discounted 
little, if at all. The R.I. would set all 
three 500 F. The R.I. ap- 
praisal is closely akin to breeding 
value for the average bull. But nearly 
all bulls are exceptions to “average” 
and in varying degree. 
Some “Silver Medal” Computations

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Resume’ of the Color Marking Question 
By H. W. NORTON, JR., Executive Secretary 


When the first importations of cat- 
tle of our breed were made to this 
country, there were animals of various 
colors in different sections of Holland, 
including the black and white animals, 
red and white, and the whiteheaded 
types. Only black and white animals 
were brought over, but some of these— 
notably the bull, Elswout 94 HHB— 
were black with the white head (now 
known as the Groningen breed) and 
perhaps this bull is the progenitor of 
animals which we see among our pres- 
ent herds carrying this characteristic. 

The first association of breeders to 
register our cattle anywhere in the 
world was called “The Association of 
Breeders of Thoroughbred Holstein 
Cattle” which was organized in March 
1871. At this first meeting a resolution 
was adopted. 


‘That this Association will deem no 


animal to be Thoroughbred Holstein, 
except those large, improved black-and 
white cattle, imported from the prov- 
inces of North Holland, Holstein, or 
intermediate territory.” 

It was not until several years later 
that a registry association was estab- 
lished in Holland for black and white 
cattle. In the early Herd-Books the 
animals are listed as “black and white” 
or “white and black,” depending on 
which color predominated, and a de- 
scription of the markings was given. 
Later the description was dropped as 
being unsatisfactory for identification 
purposes and they were recorded as 
“black and white” or “white and 
black.” 

The By-Laws of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America adopt- 
ed in 1885, as published in Volume I 
of the Herd-Book, carry the 
references to colors: 


following 


“Such 
number, the 
the name and 


registry shall set forth the 
name, the date of birth, 
residence of the breeder 
and owner, and if imported, the name 
of the importer, the markings of the 
animal sufficient for its identification 
and the names and numbers of both 
sire and dam in the Herd-Book” 

“In the Herd-Books there shall be 
registered only such animals as are 
determined under the rules and regula- 
tions of this corporation to be 
thoroughbred.’ 

“Thoroughbred Holstein- Friesian 
shall be held to mean and refer to only 
those large, improved black and white 
cattle already registered in the Hol- 
stein and Dutch Friesian Herd-Books 
and such as are descended from them 
in direct line 

“When an animal is accepted for reg- 
istry, the Secretary shall issue a certi- 
ficate of the fact to the owner, giving 
the number and name, and description 
the animal will take in the Herd- 
Book.” 


These specifications follow closely 


those of the Holstein Breeders Associa- 
tion, first called the Association of 
Breeders of Thoroughbred Holstein 
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Cattle. The Constitution of the Dutch 
Friesian Association provided: 


“Only such animals shall be admitted 
to registry as are purebred of the 
large black and white piebald Friesian 
or Dutch Friesian breed, that in style 
and quality conform to the rules of 
this Association.’ 


An amendment adopted June 1, 1904 


provided: 

“This

At a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
America May 30, 1910, it 
was decided that a committee should 
draw up rules defining color markings 
that bar an animal from registration,

spoke as follows on this subject: 


“The color markings of this breed con- 
stitute one of its many attractive features. 
Beauty of form and beauty of color mark 
ings are valuable assets in an animal. Our 
predecessors wisely determined that cat 
tle, to be eligible for registry, should be 
black and white, but did not limit the 
proportions or placing of the spots. Time 
and observation have determined that 
cattle of inferior blood, or those possess- 
ing an infusion of other blood, often dis- 
close their blood lines through their color 
markings, and the markings of many of 
the so-called grade cattle are distinctive 
and easily recognized by the experienced 
breeder. These considerations and oth 
ers, not tending at all towards a fad in 
color markings, have led to the establish 
ment of the rule concerning color mark 
ings that bar registry, viz.: 


‘Under action taken at the meeting of 
the Executive Committee of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, 
held May 30, 1910, reading as follows 
‘Voted that a committee be appointed 
to amend the Scale of Points with ref- 
erence to color markings, and to define 
such color markings as will bar an ani- 
mal from registration, particularly ani- 
mals having black legs with patches of 
white interspersed thereon, below the 
knees and hocks, and bearing black 
switches, or both 
voted that the Executive 
be empowered to act upon 
and adopt the following as 


‘It was 
Committee 
the matter 
its report: 


COLORS THAT BAR REGISTRY 

(1) Solid black. (2) Solid white. (3) 
Black switch (4) Solid black, with 
white on belly only. (5) Black on legs, 
beginning at feet and extending to 
knees and hocks. (6) Black on legs, 
beginning at feet and extending to 
knees, with white interspersed. (7) 
Grey, or mixed black and white, gener- 
ally prevailing. (8) Patches of other 
colors than black or white—red, brown, 
dun, etc. (9) Red and white. 


“Thus while we are striving to retain 
the characteristics which have made this 
breed known as the leader of dairy 
breeds for more than two thousand years, 
and while we are endeavoring in all ways 
to attain still greater perfection, we must 
not lose sight of the fact that beauty of 
color markings has a marketable value 
and an important bearing upon our 
future.” 


This definition of colors that bar 
registry was incorporated in the By- 
Laws and remained unchanged until 
the Annual Meeting in Kansas City, 
Missouri, in 1922, when items (5) and 
(6) were changed to read: 

“(5) black on one or more legs begin- 
ing at feet and extending to or above 
knees or hocks; (6) black on one or 
more legs beginning at feet and ex- 
tending to knees or hocks with white 
interspersed.” 
as it had been held by some that such 
markings on one leg only would not 
bar 


The By-Laws were again amended 

June 1924 at the meeting at Rich 
mond, Virginia, with reference to 
colors that bar registry, as follows: 

(1) solid black; (2) solid white; (3) 
ewitch solid black or black and white 
mixed; (4) solid black belly; (5 one or 
more legs solid black; .(6) black on 
one or more legs beginning at hoofs 
and extending towards or above knee 
or hock with white interspersed; (7) 
black on one or more legs beginning at 
hoof and extending to knee or hock 
with white predominating from knee 
or hock upward; (8) gray or mixed 
black and white in patches or gener- 
ally prevailing; (9) one or more 
patches of red, brown, dun, or color 
other than black and white; (10) red 
and white.’ 

During the years 1924 to 1928 there 
was a great amount of discussion in 
the Board Meetings about color mark- 
ings in the hope that some plan could 
be developed to eliminate black spots 
at the hoof and detached black mark- 
ings below the knees and hocks which 
generally considered very un- 
desirable, though we do not find much 
reference to black in switch. For a 
time during this period the Secretary's 
office, through the Special Committee, 
rejected many applications with such 
markings, but the Board finally ruled 
that this was not proper under the 
By-Laws then in and that the 
only proper method was to amend the 
By-Laws. Accordingly, Director Nor- 
ton instructed to prepare an 
amendment and submit it to the 
Board members for approval and the 
following amendment was presented 
at the Annual Meeting at Milwaukee 
in 1928:

Prof. Berry's proposal is for a system under which each 
record would be compared on a percentage basis with the 
Breed Class Average, and would be expressed in percentage 
form, rather than in terms of pounds of fat or milk. Thus 
records made at different ages and different frequencies of 
milking would be directly comparable without employing 
the device of mature equivalent or a factor for length of 
record or milking frequency. 

We feel it might have a rather basic appeal to breed- 
ers, many of whom have fundamental objection to the so- 
called “corrections” of individual records. The factors, of 
course, are similar in that they too are based on actual 
averages of many records already completed. The use of 
percentages of BCA (Breed Class Average) has the ad 
vantage of indicating clearly relative merit of the record 
among animals of its own age and class without assuming 
what that animal might do at some other age or in some 
other class. The confusion of using both actual and com- 
puted records in statements of 
would thus be eliminated. 


We Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada is giving very serious consideration to use of Prof. 
Berry's plan as outlined in the article. Further develop 
ments there will be watched with interest. We hope they 
will profit from our experiences and avoid the pitfalls of 
a too complete dependence on an index as final proof of 
merit.

INCOME TAX PROBLEMS 
By LEWIS P. FOX, C.P.A. 
JOINT RETURNS 

Only husbands and wives may file 
joint Federal tax returns. Filing 
jointly can result in substantial tax 
savings. Both are required to sign 
the return and sometimes this creates 
a problem. Let’s see what the differ- 
ence might be for 1951 in case a 
husband had income of $10,000.00 
after deductions but before exemp- 
tions and the wife has no income:

In effect, if for some personal rea- 
son, the return cannot be completed 
as a joint return, the additional cost 
to the taxpayer in the example given 
would be $348.00 For larger amounts 
of income the differences are greater 
and the savings of a joint return are 
more substantial. 

Sometimes the difficulty in complet- 
ing a joint return is due to differences 
between husbands and wives and it 
would seem important to understand 
the rules completely before giving 
up the possibility of a joint return. 

Husbands and wives even though 
they are not living together may file 
joint Federal returns if they are not 
divorced or legally separated. If they 
are married persons on December 31, 
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1951, they are considered as married 
for the entire year. If they are di- 
vorced or legally separated on or be- 
fore that date they are considered 
single for the entire year. If one of 
them dies during the year, they are 
considered married for the entire year 
and may file a joint return. 

In some cases the husband for some 
reason does not wish to reveal his in- 
come to his wife. In such a case 
many taxpayers have their wives sign 
the blank forms. There is however a 
method available for these situations 
and that is to have the spouse sign 
Form No. 936 which authorizes the 
other party to prepare, sign, and file 
a joint income tax return or a return 
of estimated tax. 

Many taxpayers do not like to think 
about taxes. It can be a very dull 
subject. It is more expensive today 
than ever before to those who do not 
obtain a ‘basic understanding of them. 
You should consult frequently with 
your own tax adviser. We have had 
to pay taxes for a long time and we 
will be paying high taxes for some 
time to come. We should remember 
that taxes are not something new to 
modern times. There were taxes even 
in biblical times. See St. Luke, Chap- 


ter 2.

David Brown, Pioneer Holstein 
breeder in the State of Washington, 
died at his home in Spokane, Wash- 
ington, on December 10, 1951, at the 
age of 86 He was born at Galena, 
Illinois, December 5, 1865, the son of 
Sherwood S. Brown who settled on the 
Hazelwood Farm at Galena in 1842. 

Mr. Brown came to the State of 
Washington in 1888, and with his 
brother, George Brown, and John L. 
Smith, founded the Hazelwood Farm 
near Spokane. The three men also 
formed the Hazelwood Company 
which later became one of the prin- 
cipal raw milk processing firms in the 
Inland Empire. Mr. Brown served as 
president of the Hazelwood firm for 
more than 30 years. 

The firm also operated the Coco 
lalla (Idaho) Ice Company and branch 
creameries at Sioux City, lowa and 
Portland, Oregon. Its Holstein cattle 
herd was recognized as one of the fin 
est in the world. 

The first Hazelwood Holsteins were 
secured about 1899. Among the first 
was heifer, Bracelet of Oaklawn, which 
Dave Brown secured from §. N. 
Wright of Elgin, Illinois. She was the 
start of the “Bracelets’—a name that 
has meant a lot to Washington Hol 
steins. One of the early day sires they 
used that has had a profound influ- 
ence on the breed was Sir Pietertje 
Posch. This Canadian-bred son of the 
great brood Alta Posch, established the 
line from which came Hazelwood 
Posch Ormsby (the result of mating a 
son and daughter of Sir Pietertje 
Posch.) Hazelwood Posch Ormsby in 
turn sired Hazelwood Ormsby Korn- 
dyke DeKol (dam of Sir Romeo Mil- 
dred Colantha 6th, Carnation Chief- 
tain, Carnation Challenger and Car 
nation Walker Hazelwood Carnation 
Prince and Carnation Peerless are 
sons of Carnation Walker Hazelwood, 
and the dam of Governor of Carnation 
is out of this cow. 


Mr. Brown was a life member of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica. 

Survivors include his widow, Flor- 
ence B. Brown; a son, Gordon, and 
two daughters, Mrs. Dale S. McMillan 
and Mrs. Warren C. Goodrich, of 
Spokane, Washington.

Roeland Rag Apple Lilly, one of 
a famous group of sisters bred and 
owned by J. W. Maple, 
Ontario, is announced with a new 
championship mark for the 10 months 
division on 2X milkings. Her R.O.P. 
figures are 1089 Ibs. fat, 23,041 Ibs. 
milk, 4.72%. She displaces from the 
championship her own half. sister, 
Roeland Rag Apple Cherry, who last 
spring set the mark of 1011 Ibs. fat. 
They are the only cows that have ex- 
ceeded 1,000 Ibs. fat in 305 days on 
2X milking, while meeting the calving 
requirements of the 10 month divis- 
ion.

\s might be expected, this proposal 
was defeated, but the By-Laws were 
amended and clarified somewhat as a 
result of the discussions on the floor of

Apparently no effort was made to 
change them again until the meeting 
at Chicago, Hlinois, in June 1937 \t 
that time a proposal was submitted to 
amend the By-Law on colors that bat

(5) one or more legs encircled with 
black touching the hoof; (6) black on 
one or more legs beginning at the hoof 
and extending to or above the knee or 
hock.” 

This proposal was defeated 

At the Convention held in Chicago 
the following vear (June 1938) a pro 
posal was offered to amend the By 
Laws as tollows 

The following colors shall bar the 
registration of males and females, t« 
wit: (1) solid black; (2) solid white 
(3) black in switch; (4) solid black 
belly; (5 black and white intermixed to 
give grayish appearance or color other 
than distinct black and white. On and 
after January 1, 1939, no male shall be 
registered with any black marking at 
the hoof.” 

This proposal was defeated. No fur 
ther changes were suggested until a 
proposal was submitted by Secretary 
Norton at the Annual Meeting at 
Columbus, Ohio, in 1944, to amend 
Article IV, Section 12, to read as fol 


lows 


“The following colors shall bar

This proposal was defeated This 
amendment, if adopted, would have 
liberalized the color marking require 
ments. It seemed best, in view of the 
trend toward darker colors and the 
breeding of black on black to re-ap 
praise color marking requirements be 
fore we reached a time when serious

PAN-AMERICAN HOLSTEIN 
SHOW IN TEXAS 

The State Fair of Texas will turn 
the spotlight on Holsteins at its 1952 
fair in presenting the Pan-American 
Holstein show. The dates of the fair 
are October 4 through 19 at Dallas, 
but the dairy show will be held only 
during the second week, the dates be 
ing October 10 through 17. Premiums 
totaling $10,000 will be awarded in 
the Holstein-Friesian classification, the 
most to be offered for this breed at 
any show in the country in 1952, so 
far as is now known. 

Stress will be placed on state herds 
with a $500 award for each state herd 
exhibited. The Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America will contribute 
to this state herd total and also make 
a substantial addition to the dairy 
herd class, with the object of attract- 
ing as big a show as possible of cows 
in milk. A goal of 250 head of Hol- 
steins has been set for the show and 
it is hoped to present the greatest 
group of Holstein-Friesian cattle ever 
shown in the South or Southwest. 

The State Fair of Texas had a 1951 
attendance of 2,320,129, biggest in the 
U. S. Each year they stage a Pan- 
American show, alternating between 
the beef and dairy breeds. In 1951 
the spotlight was on Herefords, and in 
1950 the All-American Jersey show 
was held here. The choice of Hol- 
steins for 1952 recognizes the growing 
importance of dairying in Texas and 
the Southwest and the substantial in- 
terest in Holsteins that is growing 
along with it.
